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ABSTRACT 

This document contains descriptions of 55 adult 
education experimental demonstration projects and 18 adult education 
staff development projects conducted in Pennsylvania in fiscal year 
1991. The projects are funded through Section 353 of the Adult 
Education Act of 198G. Each description includes a project number, 
project costs, contact person with address, abstract, expected 
products, and project descriptors. The projects address various needs 
related to adult basic education instruction, General Educational 
Development test preparation, English-as-a-Second-Language 
instruction, family literacy, and workplace literacy. Some 
representative projects include the following: adult basic education 
student support group; Adult Education Clearinghouse; alumni 
association for special needs adults; a computer-based mathematics 
program for the learning disabled adult; development and evaluation 
of a model family literacy program; the effective implementation of 
word-of-mouth recruitment; English-as-a-Second-Language literacy 
handbook; family literacy on tape; senior survival skills training; 
prevocatioual clerical skills; printing and literacy project; program 
management by computer; thinking and reading for entry-level workers; 
adding family literacy to tutor training; computer literacy staff 
training; and the Pennsylvania-Ohio staff development conference. A 
list of descriptors and indexes of descriptors, project numbers, 
agencies, and project directors are appended.

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Foreword 



Each year the Pennsylvania Department of Education's Division of 
Adult Basic and Literacy Education Programs awards grants to public and 
private educational agencies and organizations for the development of 
special projects. The grants, known as Special Projects, are funded 
through Section 353 of the Federal Adult Education Act of 1988 (P.L. 100-297). 
This section mandates that the Department of Education use not less than 
10 percent of its annual federal allotment under the Act for special 
experimental demonstration, staff training, and small grant projects. 
For fiscal year 1990-91, a total of $1,098,665 has bten allocated to 73 
Section 353 grantees. 

These grants are used in Pennsylvania to strengthen the Adult Basic 
Education program through experimentation with new methods, programs, 
and techniques. In addition, funds are used to provide staff development 
for personnel working in programs. Iniotmation about projects is 
disseminated statewide to encourage the adoption/adaptation of successful 
practices. Thus, the impact of the funding is extended. 

This year's projects address varied priorities directly related to 
Adult Basic Education (grade levels 0-8) instruction, General Educational 
Development (grade levels 9-12) preparation, and English as a Second 
Language as defined in the Adult Education Act. They also focus to a 
large extent on Family Literacy and Workforce Education. 

Upon completion, all of the projects described in this booklet will 
be submitted to the Pennsylvania Department of Education and housed at 
AdvancE, Pennsylvania's clearinghouse for adult education. In the fall 
of 1991, copies of all final reports and products will be available for 
loan by contacting AdvancE at the following address:
